In the Senate, Dec. 6th, Latham presented tho 
memorial of the Chamber of Commerce of San 
Francisco for a daily overland mail ; and for send- 
ing the entire letter mail by the Pony.

Registration and Qualification of Voters 

Restricted as tfie qualifications of electors 
are lb a very feu- of the intelligent ami able- 
bodied men who compose our population, 
we deem it necessary to again call public 
attention to the fact that, on tho 24th of Jan- 
uary ihe lists will be closed by the Sheriff. 
After thai date, no one can legally be placed 
on (he list. But a fortnight remains in which 
to register during die present year. Keep- 
ing this fresh in mind, wo trust those who 
are qualified will not be backward in doing 
their duty. 

As we have had numerous accessions to 
our population since the last registration, 
and besides some of our citizens in iy have 
forgotten the exact nature of an elector's 
qualification, we give '.he qualifications in 
their order in the Franchise Aetl85»). which 
are as follows : 

1 Every mule British subject of full ago who 
.1 'resided in Vancouver's Island for four months 
nriorto registration. This if a general qualifica- 
tion which all voters must possess, whatever their 
other qanliacationK may be. If they are not Brit- 
ish subjects they cannot vote or register legally. 

2 Being a Surgeon or Physician possessing a 
diploma 'from any chartered college in Qreat 
Britain, Ireland or the Colonies. 

3 Being a Barrister, Solicitor, Attorney, Mem- 
her'of the Faculty of Advocates, or Writer to the 
Signer, qualified to practice In Great Britain, 
Ireland or the ( 'clonics. 

i ' Helng a Graduate, of any chartered College 
or University in the three Kingdoms or the Col- 
onies. _ , ,,, , 

5 Fheeiioi.I) Qualification-. —I. twenty 
acres or upwards, of land. 2, Or Kcnl Estate 
worth £50. situated in the Colony. Each of these 
Qualifications «m»st be In possesion three months 
before registration. 3. Anv person drawing one 
fourth of the profits of a farm on which 20 acre, 
are under cultivation, provided he has had charge 
of it twelve months prior to registration. 

ft kkstai. Qualification-.— Any person who 
pay's an annual rent of £12 or $60 for any real 
estate (Kou-es or land) and who has oocupii d such 
for six mouths previously may request to. vote. 

Every voter has io send in his claim to 
the Sheriff. The claimant must describe hie 
qualification ; if real estate, where it is situ- 
ated, the residence of the voter, and 
siyn with his christian and surname writ- 
ten at full length. Accompanying each 
notice the registral'ton fee of one dollar must 
be sent, otherwise the Sheritr cannot file the 
notice. 



The Message of the President of the 
United States, 

This document was submitted lo Congress 
on the 6th of December, and is alluded to 
in our California exchanges as an able pro- 
duction. The Message is very long, and a 
great portion of it is devoted to the consid- 
eration of the question of secession now 
agitating the American Republic. The 
President reviews the whole question, and 
ascribes the present deplorable stale of af- 
fairs to the " long continued and intemperate 
fnterference ol the No. then, people with 
slavery in the Southern Sta'es." The re- 
sponsibility of the present agitation, he 
says, rests entirely with the North— the 
Southern people are the peSseOUtett— the 
Northern people the oppressors. He regards 
the election ol Mr. Lincoln us furnishing no 
causu for a dissolution of the Union : 

In order to justify a resort to revolutionary re- 
sistance, the Federal Government iflutt be guilt? 
of a deliberate, palpable, and dangerous exercise 
of power, not granted by the Constitution. The 
Into Presjdental election, however, has been held 
In strict conformity with its express provisions. 
How then, oan the result justify a revolution to 
destroy this very Constitution? Reason, justice, 
and regard for the Constitution, nil requires that 
We Shall wait for some overt and dangerous act on 
the part "f the President elect, before resorting to 

such a remedy.

It is man- 
ifest, upon an inspection of the instrumen , that 
this is not among the specific and enumerated 
powers granted to Congress, and it is cqualh 
apparent that its exercise js not necessary and 
proper for carrying into execution any one of 
those powers. So far from this power having 
been delegated to Congress, it was especially re- 
fused by the Couventijn which formed the Con- 
stitution. ^ m , m m 

Without descending to particularize, it may ho 
safely asserted that the power to make war against 
a State is nt varfancd with the whole spirit and 
intent of ihe Constitution. Suppose such a war 
should result In tho conquest of a State | how are 
we to govern it afterwards ? Shall we hold it lis a 
province, and govern it as a despotic power > In 
the nature of things, wc could not by physica 
force control the will of the people, and compel 
them to elect Senators and Representatives to 
Congress, and to perform all other duties of a 
free State as a constitutional member of the Con- 
federacy. But if we are. possessed of the power, 
would it be wise to exercise it, under tlve existing 
circumstances ? The object would be, doubtless, 
to preserve the Union ; yet it would not only pre- 
sent the most effectual rnMns of destroying it, but 
would banish all hopes of its peaceful re-construc- 
tion; besides, in the fraternal conflict, a vast 
amount of blood and treasure would be expended, 
rendering future reconciliation, between the States 
impossible. 

Mr. Buchanan believes that the slavery 
question has reached and passed its point of 
eurmtoation ; but fears that in the existing 
excitement the Union may perish. He 
recommends, as a means of allaying the 
present agitation, that such of ihe Free 
Stales as have passed acts nullifying the 
Fugitive Slave Law, adopt aineiulineuts 
to tli err constitutions, us follows ; 

1st. An explicit recognition of the right of prop- 
erty in slaves in the Stales where Slavery now ex- 
ists. 2d. The duty of protecting this right in all 
the common Territories throughout their Territor- 
ial existence and until they shall be admitted as 
States into the Union, with or without slavery, as 
their Constitution may prescribe. .'id. A like re- 
cognition of the rights of the master to his slate 
who has escaped, from one State to another, to be 
restored and delivered to him, and the validity of 
the Fugitive. Slave Law, enacted for this purpose, 
together with n declaration that nil State laws im- 
pairing or decreasing the right, are violations of 
the Constitution, and consequently null and void. 

In spo king of airairs in South Carolina' 
He does nut apprehend that an altempt will 
be made- to sie/.e Fort Moultrie, bat says 
that if in this he is mistaken, ollicers have 
orders to act strictly on the defensive,an.d lot 
the responsibility rest on the heads of those 
who provoke the contest: The passage of a 
law is recommended fixing a certain day for 
the election of Congressmen throughout the 
States. In reference to the Pacific Rail- 
road, the recommendation contained in the 
Message of last year is renewed. 

In our exchanges we notice no extracts 
regarding the foreign policy of the Admin- 
istration ; but presume that such questions 
have also been fully and ably Healed. Mr. 
Buchanan has taken strong grounds against 
secession J and we are glad to sue him oc- 
cupying so wise mid conservative a position 
as that in which n'18 Message seems to place 
him. His present course will go tar towards 
obliterating the past errors of his Govern- 
ment; may be ihe means of preserving, in- 
tact the Republic; and, notwithstanding what 
has past anil gone, serve tu raise him to an 
exalted position in the esteem of Lis fellow- 
countrymen, and win for him '.he respect 
and admiration uf Ihe civilized world.

The Charge of Stealing aoainst 
Mitchell and Machivelli.— The charge 
of stealing against Fabian Mitchell and 
Alex. Machivelli,' was yesterday afternoon 
partially heard in the Police Court. Cant. 
J. M. Thaih testified that he is wreck-mas- 
ter at the NanneUa, and that he saw both 
the accrued present at the wreck, with the 
plunger White Squall, filling her with dam- 
aged goods ; that they had received no per- 
mit to touch the goods from him, and that 
they were acting without authority. Subse- 
quently (or a couple of days afterwards) ho 
want to Esquimalt and searched the prem- 
ises of the acpusod, and found a large ntim- 
•berof the articles hid nway in each of their 
/houses. The goods there found were seized, 
and the prisoners taken into custody. John 
Eudt, a resident of Esquimalt, deposed to 
having seen the ijoods landed from the 
plunger and taken to the houses in which 
•ihey were found. D. B. King, Esq., defend- 
ed the prisoners, and at the conclusion of 
the evideneo for the prosecution, addressed 
tho bench, claiming that the p.irties had 
acted right in saving the property with- 
out a permit; they did not know to whom to 
apply ; anil furthermore, that if a permit was 
required to assist fellow-beings in distres-', 
or lend a hand in saving their property, the 
result would be that no one would help in 
such cases in futuro without first receiving a 
permit. The learned counsel also assigned 
as a reason for storing the goods at Esqui- 
malt, instead of bringing them to Victoria, 
that Mitchell had received an order for gro- 
ceries from H. M. S. Plumper, and it was 
necessary for him to fill the same mat night, 
■which he would have been unable to do had 
he came here first. On account of the ab- 
sence of Capt. Kin-, who has gone to Sooke 
.in search of stolen property, the further heal- 
ing of the case was postponed till 'the 15th 
iust., at I o'clock, p. m. 

Got a " Good Tiiinc."— A correspond- 
entjSigning himsell "Fort Street," says that 
John Butts is enjoying himself prodigiously 
in h.a neighborhood. It seems, that he is 
in the habit of collecting as many Indians, 
-as he can in a little cott.igo where he lives 
near the Congragational Church. He then 
leads off with a prayer, fullowed by singing 
a hymn. John then makes a short and 
feeling address ; follows it with another 
hymn, a collection is tak'en up, and the emi- 
gregation dismissedlwith a benediction.

View Street.— In May 1S58, when tho Sur 
voyor Goneral sold the lots on View street, ho 
assured tho purchasers that View street would 
bo oponed down to Wharf street. With this 
understanding many parties selected their 
lots on that street, thinking it centrally loca- 
ted, and destined at no remote period to be a 
central thoroughfare from the water front to 
the suburbs. In this matter, however, to their 
serious loss, they havo been greatly disap- 
pointed. Instead of having access to tho 
water front in a direct: lino, tho residents of 
View street have cither to go down Yates or 
Fort street. View street now ends on Broad; 
on thooBeial map of May 18;'i8, it was mark- 
ed out as running in a straight lino to tho 
water's edge. But from some cause it was 
closed, and is kept closed. Now, wo believe, 
is tho time to urge it on the Company to 
open it They, throught tho Surveyor Gen- 
eral, sold their lots, on condition of opening 
the street. All that has been opened is tho 
narrow alley from Government to Wharf st. 
We believe that if that alley is not widened 
to tho original sizo laid down on the map 
when tho lots were sold, and tho street open- 
ed from Government to Broad that suits will 
he commenced to effect it. As the matter 
now stands, it is a clear case of getting 
money under false pretenses. Besides an 
action on that score, a suit will lie for dama- 
ges for not opening the street. If the Com- 
pany duos not do it voluntarily, according 
to the conditions of sale, we fear that land 
agents and Chief Factors who made the 
deeds will be put to trouble. 

Tin: Overland Mail.— The Eli/.a Ander- 
sen yesterday brought a very large mail via 
tho overland route.

Hudson Bay Company's Governor. 

The Toronto Leader says that since the 
death of Sir George Simpson, lale Governor 
of the Hudson Bay Company, various rumors 
and .-peculations have been afloat regarding 
the appointment of his successor, as Gover- 
nor of the Hudson Itay Territory. This 
office must not be confounded with that ol 
the Governor of the Company, who resides 
in London ; an office which is at present 
filled by Mr. Colville. The Governor of the 
Territory is appointed by the London Board 
of Directors, and receives a salary of .£2,006 
sterling a year, with a house and other ad- 
vantages worth altogether another £1,000, 

At one time, it appears. Sir -George Simp- 
son was anxious that Mr. Colville, Jr., soil 
of the Governor 'Of the Company should suc- 
ceed him as Governor of the Territory: but 
f,,r some reason or other he changed his 
opinion in this respect before his death. Ol 

his capabilities for tin: pint, we profess our- 
selves to know nothing ; but the Journal de 
Qucht". states thai his antecedents in the 
Territory are not such as would make his 
nomination either desirable or advantageous. 

A Montreal paper, on what authority we 
do not know, slates that the. office of Gov- 
ernor of the Territory has been offered to 
the Hon. .Mr. Rose, who has a long time been 
solicitor to the Company. It is also stated 
that he is one of the legatees named in the 
will of Sir George Simpson, who left a for- 
tune of about £250,000. A Quebec paper 
expresses ihe opinion that this circumstance 
has aided in propagating the rumor that Mr. 
Hose would be Sir (ieorgo Simpson's suc- 
cessor. Beyond this, nothing seems to be 
absolutely known of the mailer. 

The Psitlis ( if Science.— Somo years ago 
a largo whale was 'caught at the Nore. and 
towed np to London bridge, the Lord Mayor 
having claimed it. Whon it had been on 
London bridge some little time, the Govern- 
ment sent a notion to say it belonged to thOIM.
